the plurality of selected preference attributes, wherein the 
selected preference attributes and the selected preference 
levels are associated with the preference profile-

defined in claim 2 further comprising means for providing an 
option of selecting a preference scope that is associated with 
the preference profile ♦ 

4. (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 2 wherein there are multiple profiles, the 
system further comprising means for providing an option of 
selecting which of the profiles to make active. 

5- (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 4 further comprising means for turning on an 
auto -reminders feature . 

6. (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 5 wherein a given one of the profiles is 
active, the system further comprising means for displaying 
automatic reminders when the auto- reminders feature is turned 
on based on the active profile just prior to the scheduled 
broadcast times of programs satisfying the active profile .

9. (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 8 wherein the means for indicating comprises 
means for listing the programs that satisfy one of the two 
profiles using one color and the programs that satisfy the 
other of the two profiles using another color . 

10. (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 8 wherein the means for indicating comprises 
means for listing the programs that satisfy one of the two 
profiles using one pattern and the programs that satisfy the 
other of the two profiles using another pattern. 

11. (Original) The television program guide system 
defined in claim 8 wherein the means for indicating comprises

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means for listing the programs that satisfy one of the two 
profiles using one icon and the programs that satisfy the other 
of the two profiles using another icon.
